Shultz holds talks with Jordanian 
and Syrian leaders on peace plan

AMMAN — U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz Tuesday held inconclusive talks with 
His Majesty King Hussein on the new Amer- 
ican plan for the Middle East and flew to 
Damascus for similar talks with Syrian 
President Hafez Al Assad. 


The Jordan News Agency, Pet- 
ra, said Shultz briefed the King 
on the outcome of contacts that 
the Reagan administration had 
over the peace plan with the 
various parties involved. 

Petra said the King reiterated 
Jordan’s finn stand that a com- 


prehensive settlement to the Mid- 
dle East should be achieved only 
through an international confer- 
ence under United Nations au- 
spices. 

Petra said the talks were con- 
ducted in a “completely clear and 
candid atmosphere." 


The King's meeting with the 
secret aiy of state was attended by 
Prime Minister Zaid Rifai, Royal 
Court Chief Marwan Al Qasem, 
Court Minister Adnan Abu 
Odeh, Armed Forces Comman- 
der-in-Chief Field Marshal Sharif 
Zaid Ibn Shaker and Foreign 
Minister Taher Al Masri. The 
U.S. side to the talks included 
Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy and American

“There was no decision." Mas- 
ri told reporters after the meet- 
ing.

Hijackers demand release of 17 
pro-Iranian prisoners in Kuwait 


NICOSIA' (Agencies) Hijack- 

ers -forced a Kuwaiti airliner to 
land in northeastern Irsm Tuesdy 
and demanded the release of 17 
Arabs jailed In Kuwait, Tehran 
Radio reported. 

The radio, monitored in Cyp- 
rus, said the hijackers made the 
demand in a statement issued at 
6:30 p.m. (1500 GMT). 

Iran's 1RNA news agency ear- 
lier quoted a Jordanian passen- 
ger, released because of illness, 
as saying five or six men armed 
with hand grenades and pistols 
took control of the Kuwait Air- 
ways Boeing 747 about three 
hours after it left Bangkok on a 
flight to Kuwait. 

In Kuwait, an official who de- 
clined to be identified said the 
country had not been told of any 
demands by the hijackers. 

Iranian authorities allowed the 
airliner, carrying more than 110 
people, to land at the northeast- 
ern city of Mashhad after the 
pilot reported he was running out 
of fuel. 

The hijackers threatened to 
blow it up if anyone approached 
and demanded that it be refuelled 
so that they could fly on to 
another, undisclosed destination. 
Iran rejected the request, IRNA 
said. 

Tehran radio said Rafiq Musta- 
fa Issa. a 42-year-old Jordanian 
with bean trouble, was allowed 
to leave the plane. 

“They (the hijackers) are six or 
seven people, armed with band- 
bombs and pistols," it quoted him 

as sayi n £- 

’*They told us: ‘Don't worry, 
we are after redressing our rights 


denied by the Kuwaiti govern- 
ment.’ They tied the passengers’ 
hands and seated them in the rear 
section of the plane." 

The release of 17 pro-Iranians 
jailed in Kuwait for political vio* 
lence is a frequent demand of 
militants sympathising with Iran’s 
Islamic revolution. Kuwait has 
always refused to consider it. 

According to reports from 
Bangkok, there are five more 
Jordanian nationals aboard the 
plane. Two of them were identi- 
fied as Ghasan Al Rama and 
Yousef Saadi Qataineh. The 
other three, according to the re- 


ports, are ciew members 

Kuwait Airways said the airlin- 
er was carrying % passengers and 
15 crew. 

The passengers included 22 
Britons, the British Foreign 
Office said. Reports from Bang- 
kok said the passenger list also 
included 31 Kuwaitis, eight 
Thais, three Australians two 
Saudis, a Japanese and a 
Lebanese. 

The crew member included 
four Egyptians; three each from 
Kuwait and Jordan; and one each 
from Yemen, Sudan, Iraq, the 
Philippines and Thailand.

Informed sources told the Jor- 
dan Times that Shultz did not 
have “anything new" to present 
during his talks in Amman.

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, whom Shultz met Mon- 
day, has said he would not accept 
any peace settlement that en tails 
Israeli withdrawal from the occu- 
pied West Bank and Gaza. 

The source as well as other 
informed sources told the Jordan 
limes that Jordan and Syria had 
also asked for “clarifications over 
certain elements" in the U.S.

Israeli army continues mass 
arrests, collective punishments 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Israeli soldiers 
continued a mass arrest cam- 
paign in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip Tuesday 
and a 16-year-old Palestinian 
lost his left eye after troops in 
Gaza shot him with a rubber 
bullet. 

Reports said at least 13 
Palestinians were arrested over- 
night in the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

Soldiers sealed off eight 
shops in Bethlehem as part of 
their campaign of mass arrests 
and collective punishments 
aimed at quelling the almost 
four-month-old Palestinian up- 
rising. 

In the West Bank. Jewish 
settlers shot and wounded a 
Palestinian in the village of 
Mazraar Gharbiyeh near 
Ramallah Tuesday, reports 
said. There was no information 
immediately available on the 
circumstances. 

Troops clamped a curfew on 
Al Yamoun village near Jenin 
after arresting several residents 
and demolishing the home of a 


Palestinian suspected of “in- 
citement," sources quoted by 
Reuter said. 

In the Gaza Strip, a 16-year- 
old Palestinian lost his left eye 
when hit by a rubber bullet 
during an anti- Israeli protest in 
Khan Yunis. army radio re- 
ported. 

Troops sealed overnight the 
room of a Gaza resident sus- 
pected of throwing stones and 
petrol bombs at Israeli targets. 
Palestinian sources said. 

Police also arrested overnight 
seven Palestinians from the 
occupied territories suspected 
of “inciting” Israeli Arabs to 
demonstrate in the village of 
Jisr Azarqah. 

Residents of the occupied 
territories complied with a call 
by the underground Palestinian 
leadership for a general strike 
and two days of demonstrations 
to protest U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz's visit. 

Bethlehem, which usually 
bustles with pilgrims during the 
Easter week, turned into a vir- 
tual ghost town. 

A dozen protesters hurled 


siones at soldiers deployed near 

the main road, and some -KXI 

residents marched through 

Bethlehem to protest the killing 

of an Arab bov bv soldiers over

In Gaza city, shops were 
shuttered and Palestinian flags 
flew from rooftops and utility 
poles. 

Rashad Al Shawaa. deposed 
by Israel as mayor, said troops 
closed all bakeries, which were 
exempted from heeding strike 
calls. He also said electricity to 
the city was cut off. but the 
army denied it was a punish- 
ment. 

Anti-Shultz slogans were 
spray-painted on the walls in 
Ramallah. "A (Palestinian) 
meeting wiih Shultz is national 
treason." they proclaimed. 
“Down with the Shultz solu- 
tion." 

In the four months of anti- 
Israeli protests. 138 Palesti- 
nians have died, one Israeli 
soldier has been killed and 
three Israelis have died in a bus 
hijacking.

2 PLO fighters killed, 4 Israeli 
soldiers injured in border clash 


SrDON, Lebanon (Agencies) — 
The Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO) said a commando 
units penetrated into northern 
Israel early Tuesday and fought 
Israeli troops at the settlement of 
Kiryat Shmona. 

“Our armed unit aimed to 
attack enemy military targets 
there." said a statement issued in 
Sidon by Fateh, the largest PLO 
faction. 

“The unit succeeded in arriving 
at its target in Kiryat Shmona 
where fierce fighting raged be- 
tween our commandos and the 
Israeli enemy." 

Reports in Israel said two 
Palestinian commandos were kil- 
led and four Israeli soldiers 
wounded in more than four hours 
of fighting. 

The Israeli defence minister, 
Yitzhak Rabin, told reporters at 
the scene that the “whole group 
was eliminated," but a security 
source in South Lebanon told 
Reuters three commandos 


Iran and Iraq resume missile duel in earnest 


NICOSIA (Agencies) — Iraq and 
Iran blasted each other's cities 
with missiles Tuesday in a drama- 
tic escalation of the so-called 
“war of the cities." 

Tehran's Islamic Republic 
News Agency (IRNA) said Re- 
volutionary Guards lobbed 12 
missiles into Umm Qasr, Iraq's 
southern port city, destroying 
economic and military targets. 

The Iraqi News Agency (INA) 
said its gunners lobbed five pro- 
jectiles into Iran, hitting Tehran 
with two, Qom with another two 
and Isfahan with one. 

IRNA confirmed the attacks 
on Qom, seat of Iran's religious 
hierarchy, and the cenrral city of 
Isfahan, capital of the ancient 
Persian empire. It said in the 
first, pre-dawn attack on Qom, 15 
civilians were killed. In the other 
two “dozens" were killed or in- 
jured. 


The Iraqi agency said the mis- 
sile attacks were in retaliation for 
long-range artillery bombard- 
ment and missile attacks against 
Basra, in southern Iraq. 

It said “dozens" of civilians 
were killed or wounded in these 
attacks, saying they have con- 
tinued un aba Led since Monday 
night. 

IRNA also claimed an Iraqi 
plane was downed Tuesday in 
northeast Iran, where the two 
sides have been fighting for con- 
trol of the strategic Kurdistan 
region. 

Iraqi missile attack on Isfa- 
han Tuesday came after an Ira- 
nian missile raid on the Iraqi oil 
centre of Kirkuk. 

An Iraqi military spokesman 
said the Iranian missile hit a 
crowded area of Kirkuk, killing 
or wounding a number of people. 

Iran said the rocket was fired in 


retaliation for Iraqi air raids on 
Isfahan and Tabriz. 

The attacks marked the fill! 
resumption of the “war of the 
cities" after a three-day lull dur- 
ing a visit to Baghdad by Turkish 
Prime Minister Turgut Ozal. 

Iraq has launched 128 missiles 
at Iranian settlements since the 
strikes on civilian areas erupted 
in late February. Iran has fired 
more than 50 missiles at Iraqi 
cities. 

A military statement from 
Baghdad Monday night said Iraqi 
jets bombed oil installations in 
the southern Iranian town of 
Mashahr and other targets in the 
town of Salahi. 

In a message to U.N. Secret- 
ary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar Monday, Iraqi Foreign 
Minister Tareq Aziz accused Iran 
of using chemical weapons in the 
Halabja area of northeast Iraq. 


Aziz said Iranian artillery and 
planes dropped the chemical 
weapons March 30 and 31. He 
called for a U.N. fact-finding 
team to visit Baghdad and ex- 
amine 88 soldiers severely 
wounded in the attack. 

Iran accused Iraq late last 
month of using chemical arms to 
kill 5,000 Kurds in Halabja after 
it had been allegedly seized by 
Iranian forces. 

Perez de Cuellar is to meet 
with Iran's Deputy Foreign 
Minister Mohammad Javad Lari- 
jani and Aziz in New York this 
week in search of a cease-fire io 
the war. 

The Iraqis threatened Monday 
to level Iran’s cities in -revenge for 
the northern offensive.

Palestinian groups have vowed 
to step up attacks against Israel to 
support the Palestinian uprising 
in die occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

The Palestine Liberation Front 
(PLF) said three of its fighters 
ambushed an Israeli patrol inside 
Israel's self-declared South Leba- 
non “security zone" Tuesday. 

The PLF. headed by Moham- 
mad Abbas, said its fighters 
clashed for about two hours with 
the patrol in the village of Beit 
Lif, about four kilometres inside 
Lebanon. 

It said the three fighrers were 
wounded, one seriously, but 
managed to return to Sidon after 
destroying an Israeli armoured 
personnel carrier and a four- 
wheel-drive vehicle, killing or 
wouoding the occupants. 

Reporters in Sidon said they 
were not allowed to speak to the 
commandos who were taken to 
the town's Saad Sayel hospital. 

According to Israeli army 
spokesmen. Israeli troops sur- 
rounded the Fareh commando 
unit trying to infiltrate overnight 
from Lebanon and attacked 
them Tuesday at dawn's first 
light. 

It was ninth penetration or 
attempted infiltration in four and 
a half months, since a commando 


on a hangglider coasted into 
Israel and killed six Israeli sol- 
diers before being shot to death 
himself. 

Israel's northern border is 
closely protected by troops, a 
pro-Israeli Lebanese militia as 
well as electrified fencing, low 
light television cameras and other 
sensors designed to thwart any 
attempt to break in from Somh 
Lebanon. 

Troops initially sported a band 
of fighters just metres from the 
Israeli border near Kfar Yuval 
north of Kiryat Shmona lare 
Monday, the armv said. 

“We called on them to surren- 
der and their response was with 
gunfire. Of course we answered 
with gunfire." said the unit com- 
mander. who gave only his first 
name.

An army spokesman said sol- 
diers surrounded the fighters and 
“at first light of morning, attack- 
ed then.” 

The clash lasted two hours, 
according to a senior army offi- 
cial.

The army statement said troops 
found Kalashnikov rifles, a rock- 
et-propelled grenade launcher 
and dozens of hand grenades on 
the bodies of the two. 


Somali-Ethiopian deal reflects concern with rebel threat

NAIROBI — Unexpected 
progress in peace talks between 
Ethiopia and Somalia reflects 
Addis Ababa's preoccupation 
with rebels in the northern pro- 
vinces of Tigray and Eritrea, 
diplomats said Tuesday. 

Ethiopia announced Monday 
that the two Horn of Africa 
neighbours had resumed di- 
plomatic relations after an 11- 
year break and agreed on a 
series of confidence-building 
measures prior to further talks 
on demarcating their disputed 
■border. 

The agreement followed 
more than two years of talks 
stalemated by differences over 
which should come first — rec- 


ognition of the existing border 
or measures such as a troop 
disengagement along the 1 ,600- 
kilometre frontier. 

Diplomats based in Moga- 
dishu and Addis Ababa said the 
accord, signed in the Somali 
capital Sunday, was closer to 
the Somali position in that It did 
not set a date for talks on the 
border. 

“We were a little surprised to 
hear of the agreement. It's a 
reflection of events in northern 
Ethiopia. If there hadn’t been a 
crisis (in Tigray and Eritrea), 
the talks would probably have 
dragged on in the same old 
way.” one diplomat said. 

“It says a lot about the posi- 
tion of the (Ethiopian) govern- 
ment in the north. They may 
see it as an even bigger disaster 


than they have said ih public,” 
he added. 

Tigrayan and Eritrean rebels 
say they have made rapid adv- 
ances - against the Ethiopian 
army in the past month. 

NEWS ANALYSIS 

The government has reacted 
by announcing a general mobi- 
lisation and one diplomat said 
the army was calling up reserv- 
ing to move to the northern 
front. 

“In the circumstances it's a 
comfort for the Ethiopians to 
see a settlement on the eastern 
(Somali) front. The surprising 
speed of the agreement in 
Mogadishu clcrly reflects anxie- 
ty about the north," the Addis 


Ababa-based diplomat added. 

Under the agreement, the 
two countries will withdraw 
their troops 10 to 15 kilometres 
from the border by May 15 
under the supervision of a joint 
committee. 

The Somali military esti- 
mates that Ethiopia has sta- 
tioned about 150,000 of its 
320,000 troops permanently on 
the Somali front since the end 
of their Ogaden war in 1978. 

The diplomats said they ex- 
pected Addis Ababa to move 
some of them north as soon as 
possible. 

The Ethiopian press said 
Tuesday the accord was 
reached after the Somalis 
agreed to put the border de- 
marcation on the agenda. 

But Somali officials bad nev- 


er refused to discuss the border, 
which they describe as an un- 
official administrative tine in- 
herited from British and Italian 
colonial authorities. 

Somalia did make a conces- 
sion in promising to drop its 
support for the western Somali 
Liberation Front, the Moga- 
dishu-based guerrilla move- 
ment fighting for self-deter- 
mination for ethnic Somalis in 
the Ogaden. 

But diplomats in Mogadishu 
said the majority of Somalis 
saw advantages in better rela- 
tions with Addis Ababa. 

“It will relieve tbe pressure 
on the military side of tbe 
budget.” one diplomat said. 
Somalia, with a. population of 
about seven million, maintains 
some 65,000 men under arms. 


Pravda says Moscow, Kabul 
reach accord over pullout 

MOSCOW (Agencies) — Afghan President Najibullah and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard Shevardnadze have confirmed the Soviet 
troops will leave Afghanistan with or without an agreement in 
Geneva peace talks. Pravda said Tuesday. 

The Soviet Communist Party newspaper said the confirmation 
came during talks between Najibullah and the visiting Soviet foreign 
minister in Kabul Monday. 

“The sides confirmed that the programme of actions outlined will 
be implemented regardless of how the situation at the Afghan- 
Pakistani talks in Geneva ultimately develops." Pravda said in a 
report from Kabul. 

“If the Geneva process is not concluded with the signing of the 
appropriate agreements, the Soviet Union and Afghanistan will act in 
ways dictated by their national interests." it said. 

Pravda said the two sides also discussed trade and cultural relations 
but gave no more details of the discussions about a withdrawal of an 
estimated 115,000 Soviet troops in Afghanistan helping the govern- 
ment fight Western-backed rebels. 

Shevardnadze arrived in Kabul Sunday saying he would confer 
with Najibullah on the U.N. -sponsored taliU in Geneva, where 
Soviet and U.S. negotiators are struggling to agree terms for a 
pull-out. 

Moscow has agreed to begin withdrawing its troops two months 
after an agreement is signed in Geneva and to complete the process 
within nine months. 

But the agreement has snagged on disagreement over a U.S. 
demand for “symmetry” — a simultaneous halt to U.S. military aid 
to the rebels and Soviet arms deliveries to Afghanistan. 

Elections begin 

Meanwhile the Afghan government held parliamentary elections 
Tuesday. 

The government issued fresh appeals to the rebels to participate 
and invited U.N. human rights officials to monitor the polls. 

A statement by a pro-government political alliance carried by the 
official Bakbtar news agency Tuesday said: “All the people of 
Afghanistan, including the opposition forces, (must) ... take an 
active part in this important phenomenon.” 

The elections will ran until April 14. Voters will directly elect a 
229-seat house of representatives and one-third of a 186-seat senate. 

Another third of the senate will be chosen by provincial councils 
and tbe remainder nominated by President Najibullah.

Smoke to smoke

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In this first of two articles Sana Atiyeh reports on 
the dangers of smoking and the business behind it 


AMMAN — Lung cancer, a kil- 
ler disease that is the direct result 
of smoking tobacco, is found in 
countries where cigarettes have 
been available for at least 20 
years. In Jordan, cigarettes have 
been manufactured since 1931. 

Medical research has con- 
firmed that smoking is the easiest 
way to contract lung cancer, de- 
pending on the number of 
cigarettes smoked. Lung cancer is 
the most common form of cancer 
diseases, affecting 25 per cent of 
ail cancer sufferers and 95 per cent 
of these have been caused by 
smoking. The death rate from 
lung cancer in heavy smokers is 
forty times higher than that of 
non-smokers. 

Smoking tobacco is not only a 
major cause of lung cancer and 
other lung diseases, but also 
coronary diseases and ulcers. 
Smokers also run a higher risk of 
other forms of cancer: Mouth, 
throat, trachea, bronchus, 
pharynx, larynx, pancreas, blad- 
der and kidney cancers. 

Most patients with chronic 
bronchitis and breathing difficul- 
ties are described as being mostly 
smokers. In the United States for 
example, a 1984 report indicates 
that the death ratios between 
smokers and non-smokers from 
chronic lung diseases was even 
greater than those with lung 
cancer. 

Studies also indicate that smok- 
ers have a higher risk in ex- 
periencing an increase in the 
occurrence and recurrence of pep- 
tic ulcers, and a delay in their 
healing, from which the risk of 
death is doubled for smokers 


According to World Health 
Organisation (WHO) figures, 2.5 
milli on people around die world 
die each year from diseases re- 
lated to tobacco smoking. 

In the United Kingdom alone, 
at least 100,000 people die each 
year from causes related to smok- 
ing, according to research. This 
number exceeds the number of 
deaths from 2,000 Jumbo Jets 
crashing each year. In terms of 
numbers of deaths and illness 
which cigarette smoking causes in 
the Middle East, studies show 
that victims of smoking are rapid- 
ly catching up with Western coun- 
tries. 

Smoking tobacco also reduces 
women's infertility. It affects the 
reproductive system and in many 
cases it delays conception. Some 
women-smokers may altogether 
become infertile. . Smoking also 
redu&es the 'strength Of the male 
sperm. 

All doctors agree that smoking 
should be avoided during pre- 
gnancy. Smoking mothers have 
smaller babies of lower birth- 
weight than non-smokers, and 
habitual smoking after the fourth 
month of pregnancy can result in 
mental and physical retardation 
in later childhood. This is due to 
the lack of oxygen that reaches 
the brain of the faetus. 

Smoking in Jordan 

According to the latest study 
conducted on smoking in Jordan 
at the end of 1982, about 58 per 
cent of the population — 71 per 
cent of the males and 44 per cent 
of the females — between the 


ages of 15 and 70 indulge in the 
habit of tobacco smoking. The 
study, published by the Universi- 
ty of Jordan, showed that 52 per 
cent of smokers consume 20 to 39 
cigarettes a day, 15 per cent 
smoke 40 to 59, and four per cent 
smoke 60 to 70 cigarettes a day. 

The survey also showed that 57 
per cent of smokers started the 
habit between the ages of 15 and 
19, and 26 per cent started be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 29. The 
highest percentage of smokers 
were found among mechanics (89 
per cent), drivers (84 per cent), 
and labourers (80 per cent). It 
was also found that 51 per cent of 
physicians were smokers. The 
lowest rate of smokers was 
among housewives, with 37.3 per 
cent, according to the study. 

There are several efforts being 
exerted in Jordan to combat 
tobacco smoking. The Health 
Ministry recently launched a cam- 
paign to enforce regulations ban- 
ning smoking'fo public 'transport 
and public gathering hails , such 
as cinemas and theatres. Accord- 
ing to the ministry’s regulations, 
“no smoking” si g ns shall be dis- 
played in all public places, and 
that those places that do not 
abide by the regulations could be 
embounded or dosed down. 

There is also the national 
Jordanian Anti-Smoking Society 
which campaigns against smok- 
ing. Dr. Samih Amer intends to 
open an anti-smoking clinics to 
help addicts to quit. 

Case histories 

Several smokers, and smokers 
who quit were interviewed by the 
Jordan Times. All those inter- 
viewed agreed that smoking is 
addictive, and all those who quit' 


admitted that they felt phyacally 
and psychologically healthier 
than they did when they were 
smoking. They also agreed that 
after quitting, tobacco smoke 
from others began to bother 
diem. All of them said that they 
quit for health reasons. 

“My doctor told me: 'Yon 
either breathe or smoke. You 
cannot have both’,” Joseph, 35, 
told the Jordan Times. After 
smoking two packs a day for 
fifteen years, Joseph quit only 
three months ago because he was 
suffering from severe breathing 
difficulties. 

“I started having (fizzy spells, 
and my chest hurt at night and it 
took me hours before 1 was able 
to sleep. I would stay up till two 
or three in the morning,” Joseph 
said. 

He admitted that he sometimes 
feels an urge to smoke but when 
he remembers how he felt when 
he smoked, bis urge disappears. 
He believes that if one is psycho- 
logically convinced of smoking 
hazardous effects then stopping 
to smoke is very easy. 

“I sleep mudi easier at night 
and my lungs feel dean. When I 
wake up I feel fresh and healthy. 
My food tastes better and my 
sense of smell is coming back 
after being dormant for so many 
years. When I quit smoking I 
weighed 54 kilogrammes; now I 
weigh 62,“ Joseph confessed, 
adding that it now bothers turn 
when others smoke around turn. 
He said that it was easier to quit 
not having anyone in his home 
who smokes. 

Walid, 47, smoked a pack of 
cigarettes a day for ten years 
before he quit and never smoked 
again. He said that he stopped 
after seeing a television program- 
me that showed the lungs of a 
smoker (black) and a non-smok- 
er’s (red). 

“The only negative aspect of 
not smoking was that I gained so 
much weight. But my sexual urge 
definitely improved," Walid 
added, noting a point agreed by 
ail those who quit smoking. 

Salma, 25, smoked up to two 
packs a day for seven years be- 
fore she quit three weeks ago. 
She said that she always wanted 
to quit “everytune I put my 
cigarette out. But I bad to quit for 
sure this time because I readied a 
point where walking up two 
flights of stairs was almost im- 
possible,” she told the Jordan 
Times. 

Salma added that she still 
smokes two to four cigarettes a 
day, but does not buy them any- 
more. Though she refused to 
admit that she is addicted to 


cigarettes her excuse of smoking 
several cigarettes a day fe 
smoke occasionally m order to 
remind myself that what I'm nris- 
sing is not so great, and to enjoy 
the pleasure of smoking at the 


Some people do not want to 
quit smoking and most of die 
time cannot. Ruba, 25, started 
smoking three and a half years 
ago. She started with five 
cigarettes a day and now smokes 
up to thirty. She tried to quit 
twice and only succeeded for two 
'months. 

“I started getting nervous and 
easily irritated, anal craved for a 
cigarette after my meals,** she 
confessed. Although Ruba 
admits that she has difficulties 
breathing when she sleeps at 
night, and suffers from throat 
pains, she said: “I enjoy 
smoking.” 

Ruba, who grew up with smok- 
ing parents, added that it does 
not bother her if she might get 
hmg cancer from smoking. “Fm 
going to die anyway and it does 
not scare me,” she claimed. 

Another heavy smoker who 
has been indulging in this habit 
for over 20 years admits that he is 
both phyacafiy and psychologi- 
cally addicted to tobacco and 
particularly cigarettes. 

Abdullah, 42, said that he 
would not, and could not quit 
until he reaches a point of being 
severely sick. “I have to keep 
fainting, get cancer or suffer a 
heart attack before I completely 
stop smoking,” he noted, adding 
that he suffers from dizzy spells 
and physical fatigue. 

This smoker has a dilemma 
with cigarettes because he enjoys 
and hates smoking at the mbw 
time. Abdallah, however, be- 
lieves that if smoking was not 
allowed in the office, where he 
spends most of the hoars of his 
day, and public places, he would 
either qurt the habit completely 
or at least cut down 
tremendously. 

- Most of those who are habitual 
smokers know the d amage * and 
dangers of tobacco smoking and 
know its addictive nature. But 
yet, there are many who refuse 
and cannot quit, and do not want 
to suffer the temporary withdraw- 
al symptoms: Irritability, aggres- 
sion, anxiety, inability to concen- 
trate and a severe craving for 
tobacco which often leads to re- 
lapse and to the failure of subse- 
quent attempts at abstinence. Bat 
smokers must remember that 
being obnoxious for a few months 
is better than suffering an early, 
painful and slow^ deatJ^... . 
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to your health 


TOKYO — A World Health Assembly resolution which states that 
“tobacco in aO its form is compatible with the attainment of health** 
co mmits nati ons to take action the new so-called “ smokeless 

cigarette," according to Dr. Roberto Masironi, chief of the World 
Health Organisation's tobacco or health prog ramme. 

Hie resolution sets out a world-wide campaign a gainst what is 
described as the “current pandemic of smoking anil o t h er forms of 
tobacco use,” he explained, and was adopted by WHO’s governing 
authority in May 1986. Its provisions are WnHiwg morally on the 
member states. 

The smokeless cigarette was unveiled at a news conference in New 
York last September. It has been described by toe manufacturer, 
LJ. Reynolds Tobacco Company, as “the world’s cleanest 
cigarette,” according to press reports. The reports also describe it as 
containing carbon monoxide add nicotine, as weD as being prom oted 
as “a s htess,” in addition to “smokeless,” and hence “dean.”

The Syrian and Jordanian health ministries along with the PRC 
were assigned to prepare a foil report on the Israeli inhuman 
measures taken against Palestinians m the ocenpied territories, a 
report which win be pres e nted at the next World Health 
Organisation (WHO) meeting. 

On the issue of drags is the Arab World, the council decided 
that ‘‘priority will be given by aO ministries of health to the 
registration, dre&Jation and purchasing of medications produced 
in the- Arab region,*’ according to Hamzefa. 

During its 12th sesston in Sudan, the council discussed the issue 
of Arahidng medteme teaching in the Arab World.

.The two sources declined to be 
identified but him proved reli- 
able on hostoge: matters in the 
past- They said a special envoy of 
the French government spent two 
days negotiating with the hostage 
takers in their , stronghold in 
Lebanon's 'Bekaa Valldy. 

They said the envoy, Alexan- 
dre, Stefani, an associate of 
French Interior Minister Charles 
Pasqua, . and an unidentified 
Lebanese businessman , returned 
to Damascus Monday through a 
checkpoint on the Lebanese-Sy- 
rian border controlled by the 
Syrian army.- . - 

The . sources said both were, 
involved in previous negotiations 
which led to the release Nov. 27 
last year of two French hostages. 

The three French hostages held 
in Lebanon are Jean- Paul Kauf- 
man, 42 a journalist seized. May 
22, 1985 and two diplomats, Mar- 
cel Carton, 63 and Marcel Fon- 
taine, 46, seized March 22, 19S5. 

Their kidnapping was claimed 
by Islamic Jihad, a group loyal to 
Iran's leader Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini. 

The two Frenchmen released 
last November were Jean-Louis 
Nonhandin, 34, lighting engineer 
for France's Antenne-2 setevi-* 
sion, who was kidnapped March 


8,1986, and Roger Auque, 31, a 
freelance photographer kidnap- 
ped -Jan; 13, 1987. 

France broke relations with 
Iran last July in a dispute over an 
employee of the Iranian embassy 
4n, Parts who refused (o give evi- 
dence to a French court’ on terror- 
1 tst incidents. 

The sources reporting the latest 
deal gave no <3e£atls. But one 
clement involved in previous 
negotiations; along with re -estab- 
lishment of diplomatic relations, 
has been repayment of a French 
loan from Iran under the regime 
of the Shah. 

The Beirut daily A! Safir 
March 31 reported progress in 
“secret negotiations’' to free the 
three hostages. 

Speculation about a deal 
heightened in Paris when Pasqua 
interrupted an African trip to 
return to Paris last week and said 
he wonkl meet with a Lebanese 
businessman, Naghib Zaher, who 
lives in the Ivory Coast and Paris. 

French papers reported that 
Zaher was involved in talks lead- 
ing to the release of Normandm 
and Auque. 

Last Saturday, Imran Adham, 
a Frenchman of Syrian descent 
who also has been involved in 
negotiations for the release of 
French hostages in Lebanon, ar- 
rived in Beirut. He made no 
statement and after arriving at 
Beirut airport could not be lo- 
cated by reporters. 

Fiance March 24 released a 
suspect, Mohammad Mohajer, a 
Lebanese, citing insufficient evi- 
dence to bold him for involve- 
ment in & series of 1986 bomb- 
ings. 


ROME (AP) — Libyan leader 
Colonel Muammar Qadhafi said 
Monday he ordered the disman- 
tling of a military unit formed to 
act inside Tunisia if the United 
States used that country to attack 
Libya, the official Libyan news 
agency JANA said. 

JANA, monitored in Rome, 
said Qadhafi also told the visiting 
Tunisian prime minister and 
cabinet that he ordered a division 
of troops withdrawn from the 
border with Tunisia. 

Libya sent the troops to the 
border because, he claimed, be- 
fore the new Tunisian govern- 
ment took power Nov. 7. the 
United States intended to use 
Tunisia to attack Libya, JANA 
said. 

Tunisian Prime Minister Hede 
B accouche and bis country's 
council of ministers came to 
Libya to attend a discussion of 
unity with members of Libya's 
cabinet. 

Oadhafi said he also will insist 
on “opening the artificial borders 
with Egypt" and withdrawing 
military forces from there as part 
of his desire for a unified Arab 
Nation. 

‘'To bolster confidence,, 
fraternity, security and safety 
among the brothers in Libya and 
Tunisia, I announce the disman- 
tling of the “Badr” formation, 
which was to act inside Tunisian 
Arab territories if America used 
it against Libya." J.ANA quoted 
Oadhafi as telling the meeting. 

“We also announce the pre- 
senting of the weapons of this 
formation as a gift to the Tunisian 
Arab armed forces.” Qadhafi 
added. 

“Those who made Nov. 7 were 


among those who prevented 
America from using Tunisian 
Arab territories against Libya.” 
said Oadhafi. He was referring to 
the removal of Tunisian President 
Habib Bourguiba, who had made 
his country one of the most wes- 
ternised nations in the Arab 
World. 

Zine-Al Abidine Ibn All, the 
prime minister and an army 
general, claimed the 84- year -old 
Bourguiba was incapacitated by 
age and health and took power 
under a constitutional provision 
that allows such a act if the 
president dies or is declared in- 
capacitated. 

Open borders 

Oadhafi nlsn told the meeting 
he had announced the abolition 
of the border gate with Tunisia. 
Starting today, said Qadhafi, 
“Arabs in both Libya and Tunisia 
can enter and go out without this 
gate standing in their way.” 

The Libyan leader expressed 
regret that Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak “had rejected the 
opening of the borders.” He said 
he would send a letter to Egyp- 
tian parties and organisations that 
demand the opening of the 
border. 

“Whoever refuses to open the 
borders means that he has not 
will at hand, or reflects his fear 
for the Zionists and the Amer- 
icans who fill Egypt's streets, " 
JANA quoted Qadhafi as saying. 

“If the present Egyptian rulers 
are unable to achieve these un- 
ionist proposals, others will 
achieve them,” he said. “Victory, 
will be for these proposals. As for 
those who oppose them, they will 
end in the dustbin of history."

Israeli soldier jailed for PLO meeting 

TEL AVIV (AP) — An Israeli soldier who deserted the army and 
met with the Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO) in Europe 
was sentenced to three and a half years in prison for desertion and 
swisring the enemy, a military official said Tuesday. A military 
tribunal found the soldier had not harmed Israel’s “security," the 
official said. But the court saw the soldier’s contacts with the PLO 
as “very grave" and therefore sentenced him to five years, one and 
a half years of which were suspended. The soldier, whose name and 
r ank were kept secret, deserted the army last summer and went to 
Cyprus and then Europe, where he initiated contacts with a 
member of Fateh, the mainwing of the PLO, the military official 
said. The soldier got cold feel and cut off contacts with the group, 
Israel army radio said. He was missing from Israel for 42 days, the 
Haaretz newspaper said. The soldier appealed his conviction to a 
military appeals court but was denied, the military official said.

In an interview with Israeli 
editors Sunday night, Shultz 
made clear that the U.S. was 
sticking to its position “no to 
a Palestinian state, (and) no to 
the return (by Israel) to the (pre- 
1967) borders." He also ruled out 
any dealings with the Palestine, 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 

As Shultz arrived in Damascus 
from Amman , a semi-official Sy- 
rian paper asked: “What is the 
use of this tour?" 

The English-language Syria 
Tunes said Shultz's proposal for 
limited Palestinian “self-rule” in 
the Israeli -occupied territories 
ignored “the inalienable rights of 
the Arab people of Palestine.” 
Syrian newspapers also accused 
the United States of justifying 
Israeli. acts of brutality and 
oppression against the Palestinian 
people, and of failing to pressure 
Israel to implement United Na- 
tions resolutions. 

Identical editorials were pub- 
lished by the Arabic-language 
daily. Tishrin and Syrian Times. 

The newspapers accused 
Washington of justifying Israeli 
“massacres'’ of the . Palestinian 
population. 

They said “acts of brutality and 
oppression are being perpetrated 
daily in the occupied Arab terri- 
tories. . . , 

“T$e policy ofshoot-to-lcilJ, 
poshing Zionist settlers and sd- 
dieis to destroy properties, bom 
houses, and to kill women and 
cfriiAgfi have ’become a daily 


practice by Israel, which ignores 
the- condemnation of interna- 
tional public opinion. 

- “All this is being done as the 
Israeli government finds full 
backing for its defiance of the 
international community and hu- 
man values in the American stand 
which justifies these massacres." 

The editorials said that if such a 
policy was directed against Jews, 
“the United States would have 
mobilised all its -political and 
propaganda machinery calling on 
the international community to 
adopt deterrent steps. 

“But the victims in this case are 
Arabs while the perpetrators are 
Jews. Hence, Washington’s con- 
stant search for excuses and justi- 
fication, to the extent of consider- 
ing Israeli oppression in the occu- 
pied land a duty and a right at the 
same time.” 

Shultz went directly to the 
presidential palace in Damascus 
for talks with President Assad. 

Shultz met Israeli leaders Mon- 
day but did not appear to per- 
suade Shamir to drop his opposi- 
tion. The proposals include an 
international conference to pave 
the way for direct Arab-Israeli 
negotiations and the principle of 
trading land for peace. • 

Shultz was not . expecting to 
make much progress with Assad 
who also opposes major elements 
of the U.S. proposal.

Jordan rejected. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Shi- 
mon Peres, who backs the Shultz 
plan, meanwhile toughened his 
conditions for a peace accord. 

He spelled out four “noes" 
rejecting negotiations with the 
PLO, a Palestinian state, a fore- 
ign military presence in the West 
Bank, and the dismantling of 
Jewish settlements. 

Shultz held separate talks with 
Shamir and Peres Monday. 

Speaking to Kurdish Israelis in 
Em Hemed, Peres said: “No 
foreign army will cross the Jordan 
River. We will not negotiate with 
the PLO, and we will not allow a 
Palestinian state.” 

“Existing Jewish settlements 
wifi remain in place. There will be 
no dismantling.” 

After the Damascus talks, 
Shultz planned to return to Israel. 

He was scheduled to meet 
again Wednesday with Shamir 
and Peres, fly to Cairo to see- 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubar- 
ak and then back to Amman for 
more talks. 

President Mubarak said Tues- 
day the Arabs wanted U.S. peace 
efforts in the Middle East to 
succeed but he questioned 
whether S hamir shared their de- 
sire. 

“Where there's a will, there's 
a way,” Mubarak told repor- 
ters who asked whether the cur- 
rent Shultz mission could suc- 
ceed. 

“On the Arab side, there is a 
will, and we are trying to develop 
this will more and more,” Mubar- 
ak said. “I think Mr. Shultz is 
doing his best and the United 
States is doing its best. 

“But the point is the will of Mr. 
Shamir, which is very important 
because he is one of the corner- 
stones: of the whole problem... I. 
can't understand him. If he is 
agreeing on the process or dis- 
agreeing on the process is not 
dear." 


Carter denies 
knowledge of 
Iran arms plan 

FRESNO, California (AP) — 
Former President Jimmy Carter 
says he never heard of a plan to 
swap military parts for the 52 
Americans held hostage in Iran 
during the last year of his term. 

“No one that I have talked to 
had heard of it,” he added at a 
news conference Monday night 
following a speech at Fresno 
State University. 

Newly declassified documents 
revealed in a House of Repre- 
sentatives judiciary subcommit- 
tee investigation showed the Car- 
ter administration considered 
offering S10 million in military 
spare parts to Iran for the hos- 
tages captured in November 1979 
dining an attack on the U.S. 
embassy in Tehran. 

Carter advisers scuttled the 
plan after determining aims deal- 
er Houshang Lavi didn't have the 
backing of then-lranian President 
Abol Hassan Bani-Sadr, accord- 
ing to documents obtained by the 
Miami Herald. 

One Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy (CIA) memo said Lavi offered 
to make a hostage exchange and 
handed over a seven-page list of 
F-14 parts. The CIA officer who 
wrote the memo recommended 
against pursuing the deal. 

Carter said he never saw any of 
the memos and that the plan was 
“never seriously considered.” 

The documents include CIA 
memos to Carter's National 
Security Council Chief David 
Aaron and State Department 
memos by then-Depnty Assistant 
Secretary Harold Saunders. 

The papers surfaced during a 
hearing being held by Democratic 
Representative John Coyers into 
attempts by President Ronald 
Reagan's administration to trade 
arms with Iran for hostages seized 
by Iran-backed groups in 
Lebanon.

BEIRUT (AP) — Lebanon was paralysed Tuesday as 
Muslims and Christians united in a nation-wide 
strike called by labour unions demanding a 300 per 
cent wage increase. 


Banks, schools, shops, res- 
taurants, petrol stations, govern- 
ment offices and other businesses 
were closed in Beirut's mainly 
Christian eastern and Muslim- 
dominated western sectors and 
other major cities. 

The General Confederation of 
Labour Unions (GCLU), which 
sponsored the one-day strike, 
said Beirut Airport, the nation’s 
only civil aviation gateway, as 
well as hospitals, pharmacies, 
bakeries, ana the media were 
exempt. 

The 300,000-strong GCLU de- 
scribed the one-day protest as a 
“warning strike." It set April 15 
as a deadline for an indefinite 
work stoppage, if its demand for 
a 300 per cent salary increase was 
not met. 

The Lebanese parliament Fri- 
day authorised Acting Prime 


Minister S alim A1 Hoss, who also 
holds the Labour and Social 
Affairs portfolio, and Finance 
Minister Joseph Hashem to deal 
with the unions’ demand for sal- 
ary increases in the private and 
public sectors. 

A government source, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity, 
said Hoss and Hashem are con- 
sidering a 100 per cent “com- 
promise" wage increase. 


Cannot cope 


"The government cannot give 
the GCLU a 300 per cent increase 
in salaries. Both businessmen and 
the state treasury cannot cope 
with such an increase,” the 
source said. 

"Both government leaders and 
businessmen fear that such a high 
raise as the one demanded by the 


GCLU would sharply increase 
the inflation rate,” the source, 
who did not wish to be named, 
added. 

Lebanon’s 13-year-old civil war 
has pushed the nation's inflation 
rate from 9 per cent in 1975 year 
to the current estimated level of 
225 per cent. 

The government source said: 
"Any increase in salaries would 
force the Lebanese pound to de- 
cline further against foreign cur- 
rencies, something that wiH also 
raise prices and create additional 
difficulties for the working class." 

The Lebanese pound, once the 
soundest currency in the Middle 
East, rated 2.5 to the U.S. dollar 
before the civil war. It sank to a 
record low of 700 to the dollar 
last December. 

The decline of the Lebanese 
pound against foreign currencies 
has sent prices skyrocketing in a 
nation that imports more them 85 
per cent of its needs. 

The pound regained some of its 
value in the first quarter of 1988, 
rating 360 to the dollar in the 
Beirut Money Market last week. 


BAGHDAD (OPECNA) — 
Trade exchange between Iraq 
and Turkey is expected to reach 
$2 billion this year, it was re- 
ported here at the weekend. 

The announcement was made 
at the end of the eighth session of 
the Joint Iraqi-Turkish Commit- 
tee on Economic, Technical and 
Scientific Cooperation held dur- 
ing a three-day official visit by 
Turkish Prime Minister Tuigut 
Ozal.

Nearly 70 per cent of the total 
production is marketed in Japan, 


ASCA board meets 
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Venezuela U.S. foreign affiliates

CARACAS (R) — Venezuela 
hopes to increase its proven oil 
reserves by two billion barrels to 
60 billion this year, through new 
discoveries and secondary recov- 
ery in existing fields, the Vene- 
zuelan Ministry of Energy and 
Mines announced Monday. 

The ministry said in its annual 
report 20 new test wells will be 
drilled this year in an effort to 
increase output of light and 
medium crudes. Venezuela’s re- 
serves are currently dominated by 
'lower-priced heavy and super- 
heavy crudes. 

Exploration will centre on 
Eastern- Monagas and Sucre 
states, and the area south of Lake 
Maracaibo, the traditional centre 
of Venezuela’s ofl industry. 

The programme is expected to 
cost approximately S142 million, 
the ministry said. 

Exploration in recent years has 
led to the discovery of 8.6 billion 
barrels in probable reserves of 
fight and medium crudes, compa- 
rable to England’s North Sea oil 
fields, Energy and Mines Minis- 
ter Arturo Hernandez Grisanti 
said last month. 

Plans call for total crude 1988 
output to remain at 1.571 milli on 
barrels per day (bpd), Vene- 
zuela’s OPEC quota. 


WASHINGTON (USIS) — 
Foreign affiliates of U.S. com- 
panies plan to increase their 
capital spending 15 per cent in 
1988 after a 4 per cent rise in 
1987, the Commerce Department 
reports. 

These affiliates reported higher 
1988 spending plans in a 
December 1987 survey than they 
did six months earlier, the depart- 
ment said Monday. The large 
upward revision is attributed 
mostly to dollar depreciation in 
the fall, which requires more dol- 
lars for a given amount of spend- 
ing in foreign currencies. 

Another reason for the revision 
is more spending planned by pet- 
roleum affiliates for exploration 
and development, although the 
department now doubts whether 
those plans will be implemented 
because oil price have fallen since 
the survey. 

A 15 per cent rise would put 


1988 spending at $38,900 million, 
still below the level reached in 
1982, the report said. 

“Spending fell in 1983 and re- 
mained low through 1987 due to 
sluggish economic conditions 
abroad and weak petroleum mar- 
kets,’’ it said. 

Auto and computer plants re- 
ported they were planning in- 
creased spending in response to 
increased foreign competition for 
global market share; while 
others, especially in the primary 
metals industry, said they were 
planning to expand capacity, the 
report said. 

“Affiliates in developed coun- 
tries plan a 15 percent increase in 
1988. to $30,<X)0 million, follow- 
ing a 5 per cent increase" in 1987,' 
the report said. 

•‘Affiliates in developing coun- 
tries plan a 13 per cent increase, 
to $8,400' million," following a 1 
per cent increase." 


DUBAI (J.T.) — The Board of 
Directors of Arabs Society of 
Certified Accountants (ASCA) 
held its meetings Tuesday in 
Dubai, during which several tech- 
nical, professional and organisa- 
tional subjects were discussed. 

In addition, resolutions were 
taken to achieve ASCA’s goals in 
attaining a higher standard 'for 
the profession in the Arab region 
and worldwide. 

The board examined the results 
of the participation of ASCA on 
the beards of the -two highest 
professional authorities in the 
world, after being elected for five 
years for the Board of Interna- 
tional Accounting Standards 
Committee (IA5C), London, and 
the International Audit Practice 
Committee (I APC), New York. 

The board also examined the 
progress of the Arab Certified 


Accountant Magazine — the only 
accounting magazine in the Arab 
World, and called on experts and 
professionals for greater con- 
tributions to the magazine. 

A number of resolutions were 
made regarding the organisation 
of Arab examinations to meet the 
highest international standards.

In response to the wishes of a 
number of Arab leaders, ASCA 
derided to publish the set of audit 
standards and accounting princi- 
ples in Arabic to be used as an 
accredited reference. 

The board also discussed the 
arrangements for hosting the first 
meeting of IASC in foe Arab 
region, which mil be held simal- 
taneonsly with the second Arab 
International Acco unti ng Confer- 
ence in Bahrain next year. 


Australia, New Zealand and 
other countries in Southeast 
Asa, Nsour said in a lecture 
delivered at Yarinouk University 
Monday.

WASHINGTON (AP) — For a 
U.S. employer who measures his 
labour cost in dollars, Mexico was 
the cheapest country last year and 
Norway the mast expensive, 
according to a U.S. Labour De- 
partment report. 

The report released Monday 
takes into account the decrease in 


the price of the dollar, and of 
changes in local pay rates. The 
cost of social insurance and other 
benefits are also figured in but 
not the relative efficiency of 
-workers in different countries. 

In dollar terms, costs in Mexico 
dropped to $1.37 an hour from 
$1.47 in 1986. 


NEW YORK (R) — The compu- 
ter giant International Business 
Machines Corp. (IBM) said Mon- 
day it had no plans to mass 
market semiconductors although 
it had supplied small quantities of 
its computer drips to competi- 
tors. 

IBM officials said its sale of 
chips to European and U.S. com- 
petitors was not an attempt to 
prevent U.S. firms from besom- 
ing dependent on Japanese semi- 
conductor suppliers. 

“Over 'the past couple ~of years 
we have offered Jinrited quanti- 
ties of semiconductors to a very 
small number of companies inter- 
nationally," said IBM spokesman 
Peter Thoms, who declined to 
name the companies or the 
amounts involved. 

IBM is the world’s largest mak- 
er of both computers and semi- 
conductors, the tiny silicon waf- 
ers that are the brains of virtually 
all electronic equipment, from 
computers to microwave ovens to 
guided missiles.

the open market, and Thoms said 
the chip sales were not a move by 
CBM to enter the mass market. 


Tbonis spoke with Reuters af- 
ter Jack Kuehler, IBM vice presi- 
dent and its highest-rank- 
ing engineer, disclosed the drip 
sales in an interview with ; New 
York Times published Monday. 

The newspaper reported that 
IBM has supplied soa»e.con^eti- 
tors with stete-of-the-art compu- 
ter chips for more tba& wd'yems, 
confirming rumours in circulation 
for months. 

It said that IBM, responding to 
inquiries, disclosed last week it 
had offered small quantities of its 
advanced drips to fewer than a 
dozen U.S. and European com- 
petitors. 

The paper reported, however, 
that Kuehler said the shift in 
corporate policy was not a move 
to prevent U.S. firms becoming 
dependent on Japanese semicon- 
ductor suppliers. 

Speaking with Reuters, Thoms 


also rejected speculation that the 
chip sales were aimed at prevent- 
ing U.S. computer companies 
from becoming dependent on 
Japanese suppliers or at paving 
file way for IBM to ma ss market 
its senricooductors. 

“We are neither accepting 
orders for semiconductors nor are 
we increasing (manufacturing) 
capacity," said Thoms, adding 
that IBM aimed to “sharpen our 
effort competitively." 


Analysts- the sales profctv 
ably dp not exceed $20 nrimo n jju 
year, compared with IBM’s total 
yearly output^of about $34. bil- 
lion. 

IBM has played a key role in 
helping to ensure that the U.S. 
chip industry keeps pace with the 
Japanese, most notably with its 
strong support of Sematech, a 
consortium of American drip 
makers that is frying to boost 
U.S. competitiveness. 

“If Sematech doesn’t work, 
IBM may become a bigger source 
of chips to other computer com- 
panies," said Adam Ciihney, an 
analyst with Kidder, Peabody Co. !

Madrid to battle PSV in 
Champions’ Cup semifinal

MADRID — Real Madrid will be seeking to satisfy tbe deepest 
craving in European soccer when they meet Dutch champions PSV 
Eindhoven in their Champions’ Cup semifinal first leg tie 
Wednesday. 

On a night of six semifinals in the continent's three major club 
competitions, the meeting of the favourites, who have not won the 
trophy for 22 years, and the most free-scoring team in Europe, will be 
tbe outstanding match. 

The Spanish champions,' six -times winners of the premier trophy in 
European club soccer, have not enjoyed the taste of triumph since 
beating jPartizan Belgrade in Brussels in 1966 and are fuelled by a 
burning desire to end their frustration. 

That. victory, tbe final act in an era of greatness always associated 
with the deeds of Di Stefano, Puskas and Gen to, has been followed 
by only one other appearance in the final. 

This was in 1981 when Madrid were beaten 1-0 in Paris by 
Liverpool in a final condemned for its “Chloroform Soccer" — a 
memory the club's army of supporters believe the present team will 
erase in style this season. 

Haying disposed of Italian champions Napoli, holders Porto of 
Portugal and West German champions Bayern Munich en route to 
the semifinals, they are expected to possess too much power, 
experience and tactical acumen for the Dutchmen. 

But PSV, scorers of 105 goals in only 29 First Division matches ifi 
The Netherlands and virtually certain of their third successive tide, 
are likely to do more than merely stand between Real and their 10th 
appearance in a European Cup final. 

Despite the controversy surrounding published remarks made by 
their brilliant Libera Ronald Koeman, PSV should be technically and 
temperamentally equipped to survive the intimidating atmosphere of 
the Santiago Bernabeu stadium. 

“We will have to approach Real ice-cold,” said PSV coach Guus 
Hiddink. “Fortunately, we have players who win not be scared away 
by roughness." 

Benfica meets Sienna 

In the other semifinal, Portuguese champions Benfica, winners of 
the cup in 1961 and 1962, travel to Romania to play 1986 winners 
Steaua Bucharest. 

Benfica hope to emnlate their great rivals Porto by keeping the cup 
in Portugal, but coach Antonio "Toni’* Oliveira admitted the 
Romanians. wiU be formidable opponents. 

“Steaua are a better team than Anderiecht and we will have to be at 
our best in Bucharest. There are no easy teams in the semifinals of 
this competition,” he said. 

Ajax faces Atlanta 

In the Cup Winners' Cup, holders Ajax Amsterdam, still strug- 
gling for form following the abrupt departure of coach Johan Cruyff 
in January, face Oiympique Marseille of France and Belgium's 
Mechelen meet Italian Second Division AtaJama. 

Ajax, an attacking delight last season, have retied increasingly on 
defence this season and goalkeeper Stanley Menzo has not conceded 
a goal in their last eight Cup Winners' Cup outings. 

He and Danny Blind are the only survivors of the Ajax defence 
which helped win the trophy and Ajax will rely on Swedish defender 
Peter Larsson, a star of the recent Berlin four-nation tournament, to 
keep Marseilles’ Jean-Pierre Papin and Klaus Aloffs at bay. 

Mechelen have doubts over Israeli Eli Ohana and Dutchman 
Erwin Koeman following a 1-0 home defeat by FC Liege Sunday and 
could also be without flu-victim Albert Cluytens.

KANSAS CITY, Missouri (AP) 
— Danny Manning scored 31 
points and grabbed 18 rebounds 
as unranked Kansas won its 
second national championship 
with an 83-79 victory over No. 4 
Oklahoma Monday night to be- 
come the losingest champion in 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA) history. 

The Jayhawks, 26-11, played 
fast and slow and withstood a 
record-setting three-point per- 
formance from Oklahoma’s Dave 
Sieger to avenge two losses to the 
Sooners, 35-4, during the regular 
season.

Then they showed pati- 
ence in the second half, running 
down the 45-second dock before 
taking good percentage shots. 
The Jayhawks shot 64 per cent for 
the game, 35 of 55. and they 
cooled off after a first half in 
which they made 17 of 20 at one 
point. 

But for all the strategy of coach 
Larry Brown it was Manning, the 
two-time All-America who car- 
ried the Jayhawks to the title in a 


year in which they overcame in- 
juries and academic problems. 

Milt Newton added 15 points 
for Kansas, while Kevin Pritchard 
had 13. Sieger led Oklahoma with 
22 points, while Stacey King had 
17 and Harvey Grant and Mookie

British sports minister seeks to delay English re-entry 


LONDON (AP) — A seven-week postponement of the decision to 
readmit English soccer dubs to European competition was taken at 
the request of Britain's sports minister, the continent's ruling body of 
soccer said said Tuesday. 

“It was on the basis or a request by the sports minis ter in Britain 
that a decision be taken at tbe end of June,'' Rudolph Rothenbuhier, 
a spokesman for UEFA, said. 

Sports minister Colin Moynihan was -out of the country and 
unavailable for comment. He has repeatedly urged caution in 
readmitting English dubs to European competition, from where they 
have been banned for three years following a riot by fans that left 39 
people dead. 

Three months ago, UEFA announced at a meeting in Monaco that 
a ruling on the English dubs would be taken at a session of its full 
congress in St. Andrew’s, Scotland, May 3. 

It indicated at the time that the ban would be lifted at St. Andrew's 
in time for next season, on condition En glish fans behave at this 
summer’s European Championship finals in West Germany. 

But last week, newspapers quoted UEFA president Jacques 
Georges as saying the decision bad been put off until June 25, the day 


of the title match at the championships, where England is one of tbe 
eight teams. 

In a brief statement Monday, UEFA confirmed that its executive 
committee would dedde England's fate at the end of the cham- 
pionships'* and not on May 3 ...as previously announced.** 

“It's not a question of changin g our minds,” Rothenbnhler told the 
Associated Press. “It's much more complicated than that. There have 
been a number of talks ." 

The spokesman said he did not know exactly when Moynihan had 
made the request but indicated it had come since the Monaco 
meeting. 

A spokesman at the sports ministry said he was not aware of any 
new talks between the minister and UEFA but stressed the 
government bad always been keen to keep the ban enforced through 
the summer to monitor the behaviour of English fans. 

“The minister has gone on record that any decision by UEFA 
should take into account the behaviour of the fans until the end of the 
season, both at home and at tbe European Championships,’' said the 
spokesman, who asked not to be identified.

MANILA (R) — The United States Tuesday pressed 

for the retention of its Philippine bases and vowed 
support for President Corazon Aquino at the start of 
forma! talks on the fixture of its major military 
installations here. 


Aquino, ignoring fears that the 
escape of a coup-plotting army 
rebel could mean a new challenge 
to her rule, said through a 
spokesman she would not aban- 
don her scheduled visit to China 
next week, the first time she has 
dared leave the Philippines since 
November, 1986. 

U.S. Ambassador Nicholas 
Platt said at the start of talks on 
the future of American air and 
naval bases in the Philippines that 
the Soviet Union could turn over- 
night into a major military threat 
to Asian nations. 

Platt said the agreement allow- 
ing Americans use of Gark Air 
Force and Subic Naval Bases had 
served to preserve regional peace 
for decades “and it must do so in 
the future." 

Manila and Washington are re- 
viewing the terms for the last two 
years of the bases agreement, 
which runs out in 1991. The 
thornier question confronting 
Washington is whether its former 
colony will agree to allow the 
bases beyond that date.

In New Delhi, a U.S. embassy 
spokesman and an eyewitness 
said a fire followed three explo- 
sions at the modern, glass-en- 
cased building. 

The explosions occurred only a 
few hours after Carlucd arrived 
in the Indian capital for talks with 
Indian offidals expected to centre 
on Afghanistan and technological 
cooperation. 


Oakley said there was specula- 
tion the incident was related to 
Cariucd’s arrival but that it was 
an aeddent that occurred during 
work on the building's air con- 
ditioning system. 

No injuries were reported but 
the centre, which is about five 
kilometres from the main U.S. 
embassy complex in New Delhi's

Arizona governor impeached 


PHOENDC, Arizona (R) — Evan Mecham Monday became the 
first U.S. state governor in 59 years to be removed from office on 
impeachment charges. The Arizona State Senate, sitting as a 
court of impeachment, convicted Mecham of obstructing justice 
and illegally using $80,000 in state funds to help his car dealership. 
It failed by three votes to disqualify Mecham from ever bolding 
Arizona public office again. Mecham also faced a recall election 
on May 17. but the Arizona Supreme Court is expected to cancel 
the election because of his removal from office. Mecham, a 
63 -year-old conservative Republican who ran for governor five 
times before being elected in 1986. is only the eighth governor to 
be convicted on impeachment charges. The last, Henry Johnston, 
was removed in Oklahoma in 1929.

CHARLESTON. South Carolina 
(AP) — The popular myth may 
be of a caveman dragging off his 
woman by her hair, but women 
were probably behind many of 
the major inventions of Prehistor- 
ic times, a researcher said Mon- 
day. “Women may be responsible 
for the major technological in- 
novations in Prehistory — the 
invention of pottery, horticulture 
and agriculture, basketmaking, 
weaving and textiles.” said Joan 
Gero. Gero, an assistant profes- 
sor of anthropology at the Uni- 
versity of South Carolina, is one 
of the organisers of an interna- 
tional conference to discuss 
women's roles in Prehistory. The 
fivenday conference, which opens 
Tuesday, “is the first archaeolo- 
gical conference designed to 
separate out gender roles in Pre- 
history,'* she said. Much of what 
Will be discussed flies in the face 
of the conventional wisdom. For 
instance, it's generally a given in 
archaeological circles that men 
were the toolmakers in Prehistor- 
ic times, Gero said. But some 
researchers are suggesting that 
women were responsible for mak- 
ing tools and pottery. “The irony 
is that huge chunks of the 
archaeological record may in fact 
be the result of women’s labour,” 
Gero said. “Eighty per cent of 
the archaeologists in the world 
use potter}’ to sort out time 
periods.”
